The pretext is that the holy see, 
before the visit of President Loucet to 
Rome, called on Bishop Geay, of Laval, 
to resign, He refused and was summoned 
to Rome to answer the gravest charges. 
The bishop appealed to the Frencn gov- 
ernment, which claimed that the holy 
see was infringing the concordat, but 
as the bishop had not been punished For- 
eign iMnister De] Casse acknowledged 
that the vatican was within its rights.

Statement from City Engineer. 

City Engineer Clayton was seen about 
the matter yesterday morning and he 
made a statement along with a history 
of the Peachtree asphalt. 

‘When Peachtree street was paved with 
asphalt,” said the city engineer, ‘“‘we had 
a ten-year guarantee from the Warren- 
Scharf Asphalt COmpany. Last year just 
nefore the time of the guarantee expired 
we notified the company to repair the 
pavement between the car tracks. The 
notice was not obeyed and the city pro- 
ceeded to do the work at a cost of $1,500. 
That was last September, and the city is 
suing the asphalt company. Now that 
very pavement is as bad as it was before. 
This year we repaired the pavement on 
either side the car tracks at a cost of 
$1.500. The cause of the pavement be- 
tween the car tracks getting In a bad con- 
dition so quickly is the fact that the 
rails and crossties give way under the 
weight of the cars and as the tracks sink 
the pavement bulges wp and cracks. 
There ls no way to correct this unless the

This was the declaration made from 
the bench by Judge Broyles in police 
court yesterday afternoon in passing sen- 
tence on Frank Wilkerson & Bro., butch- 
ers, Of 77 Peachtree street, who were 
charged with serving spoiled meat to 
Grady hosnital. 

The case was made against Wilkerson 
& Bro. yesterday morning by Sanitary In- 
Spectors Wasser and King, and came up 
for trial before Judge Broyles yesterday 
afternoon. 

‘It has been reported to me by a num- 
ber of female patients at the hospital,” 
said Inspector King, “that they were be- 
ing served with meat for dinner that was 
unfit for use. I went to investigate and 
was informed by the negro cook that the 


meat was so bad at times that she was 


compelled to cut oniédns in it to disguise | will come up for 


the odor. 

“This morning I asked Inspector Was- 
ser to go to the hospital and make an 
inspection. He did so and condemned the 
meat. When I spoke to Superintendent 
Brewster about the matter he said he 
did not have time to inspect it.” 

Inspector Wasser, who made the case, 
Said the meat he inspected yesterday 
morning was green and unfit for use. . He 
conaemned 30 pounds of stew meat, com- 
posed principally of necks. He testified 
that the negro cook had told him that 
She had to put onions into the Meat to 
keep down the odor. 

In his defense Mr. Wilkerson said that 
he had been supplying the hospital for 
several years past and had never heard 
of a complaint until Monday morning. 
He said he did not see the meat, but that 
it was sent out by his cutter. 

“I think you. had better fire your cut- 
ter and get a new one,’ said Judge 
Broyles. ‘‘This is a serious matter. It 
is bad enough to serve unfit meat to peo- | 
ple who are sound and well, but it may | 
kill sick people to have to eat condemned | 
meat. 

“There should be some one at the hos- 
pital to inspect every portion of food that 
is sent to that institution. I'm surprised 
that this meat came from Mr. Wilker- 
s0n’s place, because I always thought 
he conducted one of the best establish- 
ments in Atlanta. This bad meat busi- 
ness may kill people, though, and it must 
be stopped. I'll impose a fine of $50.75.”’ 

Since this matter has been brought to 
light it may be that the board of trus- 
tees of the hospital will appoint some 
one to inspect the food that is served to 
the many patients at the institution daily.
